CANNOT BE BROUGHT 


State Supreme Court Says Va- 


g Judgment Given 
Injured Minor. 


WAS BARRED FROM ACTION 


Judgments given a 16-year-old boy 


and his father against the Philadel- 
phia &. Reading O»\ & Iron Company 
for personal injuries havo been set 
aside by the State Supreme Court on 
the ground that the boy signed a com- 
pensajion agreement and that the ac- 
ceptance of compensation by him bar- 
red suit either by him or his father. 


The opinion v*as written by Justice 


Simpson in the case of William De- 
laney, a minor, by bis father and next 
friend, Patrick TDelaney, and Patrick 
Delaney in his own right against the 
Philadelphia & Reading Coal &. Iron 
Company. 


The case was taken to the Supreme 


Court by the coal-company on an ap- 
peal taken from the judgment of com- 
mon pleas court No. 2 in Philadelphia. 


Delaney and his father brought suit 


against the coal company to recover 
damages for injuries received by the 
boy while employed at a coal washery. 
The statement of claim sets forth that 
the boy was under the age of 16 years 
at the time of the employment and 
mjur>'. Without naming the child la- 
bor act the statement specifies certain 
particulars in which the statute had 
been violated by bis employment and 
in the character of work he was re- 
quired to do. 


The coal company pleaded that tbe 


plaintiff had "elected to accept from 
this defendant the compensation pro- 
vided by the workmen's compensation 
act"; that this had been paid to him, 
and hence the plaintiffs were "barred 
from bringing this action at law 
against the said defendant tor the 
said injuries." 


This contention was upheld by tbe 


Supreme Court and tbe verdicts and 
judgments obtained in Court No. 2 re- 
versed.
